Pierpont Morgan lias given $50,000 
to tbe University of Gocttingon, Han- 
over, Germany, to enable ibe univer- 
sity to retain its present supremacy 
as a centre for American and Eng- 
II fib literature. Mr. Morgan was a 
student at Gocttingon ill lis youth- 
ful .lays. Dr. Thomas ('. Hall, pro- 
fessor of Christian Ethics at Union 
Theological Seminary, who also is n 
former student at Goettingcn, and 
who lias acted as intermediary in the 
bestowal of the gift, made the an- 
nouncement of the gift last, night. 
"No doubt it is with Mr. Morgan's 
most timely gift in view," said Dr. 
Hall, "that the Prussian Government 
, lias decided to make Goettingcn a 
centre for tbe study of English let- 
ters." Dr. Hall said that up to re- 
cent years the connection of tbe Uni- 
versity of Goettingcn with England 
was ho close that, its collection of 
books in the English language was 
probably the finest ( ,n tbe Continent.

Tin- importance of this debate is very great 
to all those who value the reputation of tlieir Alma Mater 
as a producer of men skilled in the use of words. McGill 
has not won this championship for eight years. Surely it 
is time for a revival in debatine ability, contemporaneous 
with the remarkaldq revival which the present year has seen 
in thé field of athletics.

In the past McGlll has not been particularly noted as a 
University whore the art of public speaking was fostered or 
CQCOUrnged. Even so late as a few years ago debating was 
looked upon more or les-< with contempt, and the Literary 
Society eked out a precarious existence, neglected and al- 
most uncared for. On tbe other hand, Toronto, Queen's and 
even the much smaller Cnivi rsii ies of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, could boast, of flourishing iimtitutions where the 
questions of the day were brought forward, discussed, and 
settled as only u body of uudenrradii.ites know how. 

The result of all this bus hern plainly seen. These other 
universities nunvbci among then- alumni many of the present 
rulers of the country, members of ! arliarnenti Cabinet Minis- 
ters, and i he like. McGill, while she has turned out fàmOUS 
statesmen, has nevertheless not got to her credit as many 
public men as her size and importance should Warrant, 
only ton out of two hundred and twenty-one members of 
Parliament are McGitl graduates. 

*■»•■« 

It is high time that this str.le of affairs should be ch inn- 
ed. It is becoming •increeslngly evident that Canada needs 
not merely Hood engineers and stood capitalist . to develop 
her resource .;, but good politicians and pood stiteemcn to 
regulate the manner in which those resources shall b< devel- 
oped; and to safeguard tlie interests of the people in the 
process.; Tbose who bavu recciwd n university education are 
the men to whom the country is looking to mnnngë the af- 
fairs of state. McGlll should not be behindhand in respond- 
ing to the call. 

* • • * * 

It. iii for these reasons, largely, that we hope to sec our 
debate .- win the championship tomorrow night; to prove 
to the people of Canada that McGlll, too, has men wlio con- 
cern themselves with the public questions of the day: to 
show that McGill will no longer he behindhand in turn- 
ing out graduates who have the true interests of the coun- 
try at heart, and who will take an intelligent and active 
interest | n the political problems that they, as university 
men, will he called upon to face.

Too 
little credit, perhaps, was given to the Orchestra for the 
success of the Vaudeville night; And yet. it. is safe to say 
that its part in the performance required more laborious 
practice than that of any other of the various components 
which made up the programme. The Orchestra, too, has 
been most generous in placing its services at. the disposal of 
the various societies wdio have reiiilest.ed its services at their 
meetings. We will venture to hope that, some permanent or- 
ganization will be formed which will be the means of per- 
petuating the Orchestra as one of McGill 's highest student 
activities.
